Mr, Chamberlaln informed the rceportor
that he was not seeking worldly glory or
nowspaper notoriety, but vouchsafed the in-
formution that the impersonation of *Humuin
Life" which he gave was something of his
own conception, and that ho figured it out
aftor a revelation had been made that gave
him the inside track on heavenly affairs.

Luke vill, 0 spoaks of ‘the
chamberinin of the mysteries of the king-
dom of heaven.,! Chamberinin means trens-
urer, and is my namoe, and that s just what
my position is here."

r, Chamberiain Intimatod that he was a
disciple of Cosmos, and that what ho kunew
was (ulotly rovealod to him by psyclile

wer.  Ho pointed to o fow yuras of calico
Maing the Hoor of the stage from the mourn-
ors' benclies, and said that it hoiped him in
hls impersonations by conconling the imuglin-
ary dogs while ho was addressing them.

The reporter suggested that the imporsona-
tions would be out of sight with u little some-
thing unusual in the way of scoente effect.

“I'"m going to have one as soon as I get to
Chicago," sald Mr. Chumberiain, “1'm going
to got u theatre and  have  everyihing
handy, with cherubims and
those things, 1 had a scoenio effect

The opoilng hour had arvived and Me
Chamberlnimn was out short in the rehearsal
of his pluns snd climbea upon the platform,
ror the upst hour and o halt he gave his
audicnce n mixture of clocution, attempted
ventvlloguism  and ministerinl  discourse,
It wik not apparent to the unked ove just
where the revelation of overy man's ovec-
lasting destiny came in. but the perform-
aunce seomed to bour ous the sssortion
of Mr, Vo Key that *the sacrod
drama would produce n rvevolution in
tho ltfe und morals of the religious world.”

The nudience was & lurge one, ana there
were fully as many Cinucasinns as Ethlopians
among therr, The genceal appesrance of the
grounds indicated n social gathering of some
Kind, and the veligious feature seemed to bo
rathor a side Issue. Several tents had been
erected, and more are to follow. Muauny of
the ruliglous enthusinsts will make thele
bome on the grounds, and howd pralse meot.

It will also be of
great interest to a large numbor of people In
Tennessee, Mississippl, Arkansas and Texas,
relatives of thege gentlomon. The suit is for
tha recovery of property leasod to the ecity of
New York ninoty-nine years ago, snd the
lonse has just expired,

Ninety-nine years ago Robert Edward, at
that time & large roal estate ownor in the
city of Noew York, leasad to the city for the
term of ninety-nine years a considerable
amount of real estate on which Broadway
and several adjacent streets for some dis-
tanco are now located, the lease speaifyin
that at the end of the lease the property wltg
all its lmprovements should revert to his
heirs, He died a bachclor, leaving an
only brother as his heir. That brother dgied,
leaving ono child, a doughter, as nis heir.
That dn'lsxhtvr married the grandfather of
Colonel H. Clay Kiug and as a matter of
course her descendants are the heirs to that
property. The King family have in their
possession all the documents necessary to
prove a clear title to the property in ques-
tion, and as the lease has just expired suit is
to be commenced at once Lo recover pos-
scasion of the property.

FARMERS DECLARED PAUPERS

—

Unique Statistioal Argument of Towa's Bril-
liant Labor Oommissioner.

FOLLOWING THE DEMOCRATIC IDEA.

Enormons Orop Regarded Only in the
Light of a Medium Through
Which Greater Loss is
Bustained.

Cres Morses, In., July 8.—[Spocial to Tus
Bne. |—Advance sheots of the blennial ra-
port of Commissioner of Labor Statistics'
Sovereign have just been issued, and the
bound copies will be ready for circulation in
A short time. As awholeit is one of the
most unigue papers evor issued, prob-
ably, ns & public dooument. It is neither
mors nor leas than 4 politieal pamphlet in-
tended to defend and bolster up the idea that
agricultura in fown (s a monstrously losing
pursuit, and thut the majority of the farmers
of the state are bankrupt or ought to be.  As
ia well known, Towa's chiof agricultural pro-
duotion 15 corn.  So Commissloner Sovorelgn
hastuken great pains to ghther statistics of the
cost of raising this coreal, and devotes about
a hundred pages of the report to publishing
tho results,

The investigation covers o period of ten
yenrs, ending with 1559, and thoe figures
wiven show thint during those ten years the
loss for the state on corn alons hus beon &4,
GLOT08, In two of these ton vears i profit
wis mudo—g17,0582, 700 in 1851, and 0,538,018
in U882 AdL the other years shiow losses, tho
Inrgest boing in 1880, when the report shows
it wns EXL 40000, This is based on the fact
that thare wern 7,000,000 nceres planted that
yeur which yialded an  average of forty-one
boshels per sere, and  sold for an avorage of
15 cents per bushel. To et theso astonish-
Ing results, this remarkable statsticion
buses his caleuintion on the following table
s to the cost of rasing an acro of corn:

Thirty-four bushels per nere is taken as the
average production during the five years and
on that estimute it has cost G cents & busnel
on an averago to raise corn,

Some supplemontary reeapitulations are
also given, The cost per busnel, loss shell-
Ing, Is stated to be 28 vents: less
shelling and hatling to market, 256 cents per
bushel; less jnvestment on iand, 28 ceots,
On 1his basis, less shelling, bhauling and  in-
terest on investment in land, the cost of corn
produection 1s 18 cents per bushel. The aver-
age worth of corn land per nere Is given at
#11.80,  Rogardless of these alarming figuros,
which are the same a8 were promulgated last
vour and were used by Governor Boies in his
Now York apecch, the farmers of Iown have
this year planted more corn than ever, will
prouably have the largest yield in the his-
tory of the state, and will consequently lose
o greator nmount of monoy. But, happily,
no one boelieves the figures aro  correct
and the only harm that will come from the
falso report will be the reputation of the
statoe abroad ana the demoeratic party within
its borders for tho acts of one of its chief

officers.
I'ne remarkable division ctoses with this
wonderfur  burst of rhetoric:  “The pro-

ducers and consumers are separated by an
tmpassable gorge in whose bottomless cal-
dron boils the sordid Interests of speculation
with accomopanying combines Inimieal to the
prosperity and happiness of the common
peoplo!"

The report. goos on to state that the losses
in other crops, except potutoes and flax, have
bien as great as upon corn, and says it is not
merely that one article which is  produced
without profit. All other farm products,
with the exceptions, show as groat propor-
tionate losses.

TOWA NATIONAL GUAND,

The third regiment, lowa national guard,
will hold ity encampment at Indianola
August 18, In connection with this eventthe
officials of the regiment have decided to intro-
duce a pleasing inovation which has been
practicec in some of the eastern states, but
never in Iowa sinco the raising of troops for
toe late eivil wor, Indianols is eighteen
miles from tho oity, and the regiment will
cvoncentrate here and march across the coun-
try to the camp. The rogimont consists of
companies H and A of Des Molnes, (G of Urin-
nell, K of Perry, B of Nowton, of Oska-
loosn and C of Towa City. They will be
mobilized bere on August 17, and after din-
ner will parado the strects and then a march
of ten miles will be made and camp pitched
for the night in the woods and firlds, Au
break of dav the bugles will sound the
reveille, and after o hurried breakfast, cooked
over camp fives, the command will form on
the colors and continuo the march. Ar-
riviog within half o mile of Indianola the
regiment will form ifn line of battle, and
throwing ont skirmishes and Hankers, witl
proceed Lo capture the town, which will be
defended by company 1Y of Indianola, and
two companies of reguloars from the Second
regimont, il the governor succeeeds in socuy-
ing them from the war devartment, which is
not now provable, s the Indian war of last
winter so cut down the 1unds accessible for
transportation that the war departmeny has
concluded not to send the troops. After a
spivited engangoment of balf an hour with
bank cartvidges, during which the attack
will be conducted on strietly military prinei-
ples, nod willt be of much beneflt tw the oni-
cers and wen, tho regiment will capture the
town, and muarching to the already prepared
camp, wiill take possession, ana the four
comps and school of fustruction will begin,

Tha boys of the Third will 2o in heavy
marching order with knapaacks on theip
backs and blankots rolled upon them, and
will in every way conduot themsolves us
soldiers on an autive campalgn.

The regiment will bo under the command
of Colonel J, G, Gllehrist of lowa Civy, an
old army oMcer, and the populur eolonel of
tho regiment, Lioutenant Colonel Al Swalm
of Osknloosa, Mujor Parker of Des Moines
and Adjutant Thomus 3. Wales of lowa
City, who will do m'erf-l.mng in thelr power
to make the first field manouvers of lowa
troops sinco the war n declaed sucenss,
